"We purchased three cars ot twine 


ast year and two cars of clover seed 
this year?' says Mr. Pickard, "with 
such good support from the farmers 
as to leave certain dealers stranded 
high and- dry with these commodities 
on hand. 


'As a result, this spring It was with 


some difficulty that the dealers were 
persuaded to handle twine at all. It 
was necessary that dealers should 
carry twine, for some farmers could 
not pay cash at the car, many were 
in the habit of waiting until they ran 
their binders out befqw thinking of 
twine, and withcf|$?tire fwfer there 
would be no way to *upp$r^4d balls, 
lor the farm -traretfo has ..na store- 
houses or distributing system.
